Fischel is under 
arrest, and Ruhiman is being 
sought. Fischel was present but 
declined to testify at the inquest. 
When the verdict was returned, 
his wife burst into tears and cried: 
“He didn't do it—he didn't do it.” 

At the beginnnig of the inquest 
Wednesday. McCormick's widow 
testified that she heard Weber 
make threats against her husband 
in another home brew place at 
3921 Olive street an hour before 
the murder. She quoted Weber 
as saying: “He (McCormick) did 
mea dirty trick and I’m going to 
get me a couple of rods and blow 
up his dump.” 

Today Fischel’s 20-year-old 
wife, Amy, testified that 
Fischel, Mrs. McCormick, a man 
known to her as “Ollie’’ and sev- 
eral other persons, including cho- 
rus girls from the Liberty Music 
Hall, attended a home brew party 
at 3921 Olive Monday night. She 
recalled no threats made then, but 
said everybody was 
happy.” At 1:30 a. m., she testi- 
fied. her husband suggested they 


go home, but she demurred, and 
he said, “I'll have Ollie take mes 
home.”

Members of the golfing party 
with which he returned on the 
Aquitania yesterday told how he 
collapsed after a practice round at 
Muirfield on the eve of the title 
play and was carried from the 
course by big Jesse Guilford, a 
Walker Cup teammate from Bos- 
ton. Only the withdrawal of his 
opponent the next day saved him 
then, they said. 

A day of rest found him able to 
carry on, but the night before the 
serfiifinals, nerve strain and cold 
had gained steadily and he re- 
mained awake, much of the time 
massaging a strained wrist suffered 
in the semifinals.

Various substitutes will | 
be offered, notably one by Fess 
(Rep.) of Ohio and another by 
Lenroot (Rep.) of Wisconsin, but 
it is not anticipated any of these 
will come to a vote, as all the talk 
is of adjournment after the pend- 
ing measure has been disposed of, 

Coolidge Against Bill. 

President Coolidge is understood 
to have let the Republican leaders 
know he would not sign the bill 
in its present form. Lenroot per- 
haps is closer to the White House 
than any other Senator so far as 
farm legislation is concerned, hence 
the substitute he has in mind is 
thought to cover the ultimate of 
what the President would accept. 
The Wisconsin Senator’s offering 
provides for a Federal farm board, 
appointed by the President, but 
without any of the restrictions as 
to personne) that are in the 
Haugen and McNary bills.
